They are of such slr.e that 
the deepest water vessels can lie nlonff 
side and load or discharjye freight. Thcso 
wharves I am informed couJd be leased 
for a terms of years at a high rental ar.d 
the result would tie that you would join 
the ship and tho rail 'together and instead 
of all this shipping of wheat and produce 
at Port Costa it would come to this eity 
and we would derive the benefit. This Is 
only carrying out the ideas of the charier 
framers. Tho city charter contains a sec- 
tion which provides that it shall be the 
d u t y of Council to reauest the Board of|a^ol2; 
Publ'ic Works to make a map of tho wat- 
er 
front showing docks amd wharves. 


That section has been slumbering for ten 
years. We ha.ve "been tied up by bonds 
which we have not been a/ble to .sunder 
as shown by tho statement of the engi- 
neers of the War Department to the ef- 
fect that a wharf cannot be bu'ilt to tide 
water without permission.
